DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-18 and 21-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
taken alone or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103 would be proper. 
The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
independent claims 1, 23, 24, 27 and 28. 

Specifically regarding claims 1, 23, 24, 27 and 28, Berge et al. teaches the state 
of the art of a variable focus lens. 

But, Berge et al. fails to explicitly teach a combination of all the claimed features 
including configuring or altering optical properties of at least a portion of the wall of said 
housing, wherein said alteration comprises at least a thin, light-absorbing layer is 
provided between at least the inner wall of the housing and an insulating layer provided 
thereon and the optical properties of the inner wall of the housing, outside of the portion 
where the meniscus is operably contactable with said inner wall, as claimed.
